This  list  of  books  is  a  selection  frorn  the  books  I  have  reed  in  the  ■ 
Charfi"tai.^n  Dublic  library,    l/ost  of  these  books  msj  be  found  in  the  child- 
ren's room; a  few  are  in  the  iiiain  library. 

The  authors  represented  are  those  v*"hose  names  have  been  found  in  the 
many  good  catalogs  and  lists  prepared  by  librarians  a.nd  a  fev7  other  inter- 
ested people,  and  in  the  librar^^  .iournals  with  the  recorfmendat  ion  of  scwe 
one  v/ho  has  made  a  study  of  children's  literature. 

The  authors  not  represented,  include  those  vjhorn  librarians  generally  do 
not  recoDirnend,  and  also  a  fev;  recoFirnended  in  some  lists,  but  which  I  have  not 
taken  because  they  did  not  give  nev?  pictures  cf  life,  or  vrere  tiresome  read- 
ing, or  because  the  children  described  seemed  unreal  or  too  niature  for  their 
years. 

If  a  book  is  found  in  the  Fe^fins, Carnegie  and  ?,'isconsin  lists  it  is 
vdthout  doubt  a  g^od  bool§;if  not  found  in  any  of  these  places,  or  in  Kardy 
the  subjects  of  v/hich  it  treats  the  estiinates  of  other  g  ccd  librarians  ?/ho 
have  made  niore  general  lists,  or  have  put  in  print  else^ihere  their  opinions, 
and  my  .judgment  have  decided  the  choice.    The  authorities  for  the  choice 
have  been  indicated  in  briefest  form  in  outlining  each  book; a  full  list 
2:  Y/ith  titles  in  catalog  entry  is  a,.ppended  to  this  paper.      The  number  cf 
^'authorities  given,  is  limited  to  four  in  each  case, regardless  of  the  number 
of  places  in  which  the  book  has  been  found. 

Children  read  stories  for  delight  ^.nd  diversion;  they  are  eager  to 
knoYj.hoYfever  and  a  wise  selection  of  stories  ought  to  give  information  as 
v^eill  as  entertainment  on  many  subjects.    Miss  Hewins  speaks  cf  the  small 
amount  of  general  kno7/ledge  which  many  children  get  from  their  narrow  lives; 
Librarian  Patten  speaks  of  the  necessity  of  children's  reading  covering  a 
wide  range  of  subjects.     I  have  endeavored  to  include  books  covering  as 
great  a  variety  of  interests  known  to  children  and  giving  as  ff.any  different 
experiences  as  possible. 

A  child  is  influenced  morally  as  well  as  mentally  by  the  bcoks  he  read^. 
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If  it  be  true  thafchildren  v^ill  adopt  a  low  standard  of  corduct  if  you  of- 
fer them  books  with  a  lov;  standard  and  rest  satisfied  ^vith  pertness,  slip- 
shod good  nature  and  bad  breeding  if  that  is  put  before  thern,  "*then  the  con- 
trary must  be  true  and  a  story  telling  of  bravery, unself ishness, or  heroism  , 
and  a  story  vjith  a  fine  choral  tone  can  net  help  being  inspiring.    The  books 
on  this  list  have  been  selected  with  reference  to  heart  as  Tvell  as  brain 
culture. 

The  separate  analysis  of  each  book  and  the  subject  index  to  the  whole 
is  planned  to  enable  people  to  get  quickly  some  general  idea  of  the  book - 
which  they  have  not  time  to  read, and  to  Hiake  it  easiei'-  for  those,  who  know 
the  individual  child  to  select  the  books  suited  to  his  needs  and  desires. 
References  in  the  subject  index  are  by  author.     When  two  books  of  an  author 
have  been  t\jken  both  of  which  illustrate  the  same  subject, (2)  is  added  after 
the  author's  name; if  only  one  has  material  on  the  subject, the  first  word  of 
the  title  is  added  after  the  author's  name.
